The purpose of the magazine ‘‘ASBESTOS’’ is described 
in the early issues as 

‘*Furnishing a common vantage ground where those 
interested in Asbestos and Magnesia may meet for dis- 
eussion,’’ and it has always been our habit to pass along 
to the Asbestos Industry ideas, plans, methods, ete., used 
by others, either inside or outside the industry, if those 
plans seem to contain merit. 

Many of our readers have no doubt heard of Johns- 
Manville Performance Reports, but probably most of you 
have a very hazy idea of just what such a report contains, 
or the manner in which it is used. 

We have therefore, with the permission of the Johns- 
Manville Corporation, had H. L. Rusch, Supervisor of the 
Performance Report Section of Johns-Manville, write for 
us an article describing these performance reports

Did you ever stop to think that there isn’t one of 
us, from the president of the world’s largest corporation 
to just Jim Smith from Jonesville, who doesn’t want or 
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doesn’t hope for something he hasn’t got or hasn’t ae- 
complished? Human nature is much alike the world over. 

What is it that people in business want and hope for? 
Net profits is the answer. It is the profit appeal that 
makes the entire business world go ’round. And in the 
great problem of distribution, more commonly known as 
the selling problem, the wise salesman keeps uppermost 
in mind that net profit appeal. 

There is nothing particularly new in the foregoing 
paragraphs. What is new is that these very simple principles 
are being recognized more and more and used as guide posts 
in improving the age-old selling process. 

We must always keep in mind that buyers are already 
wanting and hoping for methods of increasing their net 
profits. A plant manager is always looking for something 
which will really save fuel, increase production with no 
increase in costs, save labor, reduce plant maintenance 
costs, ete. Hence, the real task before the sales department 
of any organization that has a product to sell is to show 
the buyers new methods of making greater profits, and then 
prove that the proposed methods will accomplish the desired 
result. When the prospect is firmly convinced that the 
seller's proposal will increase net profits, and he (the 
prospect) has the authority and wherewithal to buy, he 
becomes a customer. 

Now what is the best method to prove to the prospect 
that the proposal made by the seller will accomplish the 
desired result? Perhaps the ideal way would be to install 
the product on trial and let the customer see for himself. 
But selling on trial has, for a number of reasons, been 
found to be an entirely unsatisfactory way of doing busi- 
ness. Furthermore, before he will even buy on trial, the 
prospect must be partly ‘‘sold’’ because he doesn’t want to 
go to a lot of trouble unless he is partially convinced of 
the advantages to be derived. 

The next best method of proving that the proposal will 
accomplish the desired result, is to show the prospect that 
the product produced the results for someone in a business 
having problems similar to his own,—the principle of the 
old testimonial letter. However, the testimonial, as such, 
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has a very black eye because it has been misused. The mod- 
ern tool is quite different from the old testimonial letter, 
and Johns-Manville has called it the Performance Report. 

A J-M Performance Report is an accurate document 
of exactly what J-M products have accomplished in a 
specific plant. It shows how the product has helped to 
inerease the net profits of that plant. The report presents 
the problem the plant had to solve, portrays the operat- 
ing conditions where the product is used, and gives in 
detail the economies effected by the product, as obtained 
from actual plant records and tests. 

The report is approved in writing by plant officials, 
who certify it is correct to the best of their knowledge 
and belief, and grant permission for the use of the report 
in the edueational, sales and advertising work of Johns- 
Manville and associated organizations. 

A sincere effort is made to get the report correct in 
every detail. It is not a matter of trying to ‘‘get by’’ 
with the most enthusiastic report the customer will agree 
to release; a customer’s enthusiasm will sometimes carry 
him beyond the point of accuracy. The object has been 
to build up such confidence in these reports that they are 
accepted at face value by the most skeptical prospect. 
Errors, and unsound conclusions, do not build up sueh 
confidence, and hence the importance of having the re- 
ports absolutely correct is apparent. In order to insure 
such accuracy, the data is checked and double-checked by 
a number of individuals in our Engineering Department, 
as well as the customer’s organization. 

The spirit in which these reports are prepared is ex- 
pressed concisely in the Foreword on the first page of 
each Performance Report. By carrying out the plan in 
this spirit, we really have a good means of helping our 
prospects buy. 

This foreword reads as follows: 

In considering the purchase of any product you are interested 


principally in knowing what it will do for you. Your logical 
question is “What economies can I effect by using this or that 
commodity in my plant?” 

To help you answer this question, we believe the best method 
is to give you definite information about what our products have

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ing materials and equipment. He wants to know—‘‘ what 
will the product do for me?’’ This was very definitely 
proved by an investigation which Ernst & Ernst made for 
the McGraw-Hill Company some time ago. This study 
was based on information obtained from 20,000 industrial 
buyers, and the results are given in the accompanying 
chart. (See Figure 1). Performance records were re- 
quested far more frequently than any other kind of data. 

A very interesting comment on the subject of per- 
formance data appeared in an editorial in ‘‘Power’”’ a 
number of months ago. This editorial, which was written 
by George Edwards, follows: 

I have heard it said of the technical engineers of some coun- 
tries that they get such a thrill out of good design that they don’t 
care whether it is ever built or how it performs in practice. Not 
so in the U. S. A. With all our faults, we do place a lot of 
weight on results. It’s the American habit, and a mighty 
useful one. 

When I buy equipment I am interested in what it will do for 
me. The best way to judge this is to see what it did for some- 
body else. 

The “what” comes first in my mind. After that comes the 
“why”, because it gives me a chance to add to my general knowl- 
edge of the factors that make for successful performance under 
different conditions, if necessary. 

The performance reports are used in many ways in 
the J-M Sales Promotion Department. Following is a 
brief outline of their more important uses. 

I. Advertising (general and industrial). 

Il. Direet mail campaigns. 

Ill. Advertising Literature. 

IV. Sales Manual and Technical Data Pages. 

V. <J-M House Organs: The Power Specialist, 

Sound Advice, and Insulation Service. 

They are also found very valuable as articles in many 
of the regular trade and industrial publications. 

One of the most important uses of the reports is in 
personal sales work. The following suggestions are made 
to J-M Sales Representatives concerning the methods of 
using these reports in their contacts with prospective 
customers: 

(a) To get the interview. The report may be par- 
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ticularly useful in getting to see a prospect who 
says he isn’t interested. He certainly its inter- 
ested in making greater net profits. 

(b) During the interview: 

To prove all claims. 

To answer questions. 

To sell the men ‘‘higher up’’ who have the 

real authority to buy. 
sell to an industry you may not be well 
acquainted with. The report gives 
you enough information to talk the 
prospect’s language. 

Go over the report with the prospect while 
you are in his office. Then also leave 
it with him for private perusal. 

(c) Send a report to a prospect after a call, when 
you know his specific problem.

The results obtained by using these reports correctly 
in personal selling are definite proof of their value. We 
are presenting here a few examples of the effectiveness of 
these reports in getting businss. 

Following is a letter received from one of the Dis- 
trict Headquarters on November 10, 1931, which cites a 
very definite instance of where a Performance Report 
helped to get an order. 

*‘T am very pleased to advise you that we received 
an order last week from the Blank Company for Superex 
Blocks to be used in insulating one of their kilns. The 
order amounted to $1,357.00. Unquestionably, the Per- 
formance Report prepared at the Pennsylvania-Dixie 
Cement Corporation (Report No. 36) was of decided 
assistance in convincing our customer of the necessity of 
this insulation and making the sale. It was a very out- 
standing case of the value of the proper use of Perform- 
ance Reports; the report was of invaluable service in the 
transaction.’’ 

Here is another instance from another District. 

‘*You might be interested in knowing that I used the 
Performance Report in the sale of Sil-O-Cel Brick for in- 
sulating two boiler arches. The more of these reports we 
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get, the better, because a concern is always interested 
the way another concern in the same line of business con- 
ducts their operations, the kind of materials they use, the 
results they get, ete.”’ 








And from one of the branch offices comes the 
following : 

‘Here is an order received with practically no work 
on my part, thanks to the Performance Report.’’ 

The reports have also proved to be very valuable in 
selling such products as Acoustical Treatment. Follow- 
ing is a memorandum from one of our representatives in 
another office : 

‘The officials of the Blank Bank Building were 
rather skeptical as to what we could do for them on 
acoustics, but after studying Performance Report No. 32 
were convinced that the treatment recommended was 
what they needed. They are more than satisfied with 
the results and we will get several more rooms to treat 
later on.”’

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Reorganization of Asbestos 
Corporation Limited 


A Plan of Re-organization of Asbestos Corporation, 
Limited, has been decided upon, and details concerning it, 
the Deposit Agreement and Letter of Transmittal and De- 
posit, have been issued under date of January 27th. 

That our readers may be posted on the principal points 
of the plan, we quote from letter sent by the Re-organiza- 
tion Committee on January 27th to the Holders of First 
and Refunding Mortgage Bonds, General Mortgage Bonds 
and Preference and Common Shares. 

This letter is signed by Robt. F. Massie, Chairman of 
the Re-organization Committee (who also is President of 
Asbestos Corporation Limited and President of the Domin- 
ion Fire Insurance Company). The other two members of 
the Committee are Charles W. Colby and Kenneth T. 
Dawes, both Directors of Asbestos Corporation Limited, 
Mr. Colby being also a Director of The Canadian Bank of 
Commerce, and Mr. Dawes, Vice-President of The National 
Brewers Limited. 

The letter describes the plan as follows: 

The outstanding features of the plan are: 

(a) To retain the present Company and thus avoid the ex- 
penses of incorporating a new Company and the costs and fees 
involved in numerous transfers of property; 

(b) The underlying Bonds (Thetford-Vimy, Maple Leaf and 
Asbestos Corporation of Canada) to remain as at present. 

(c) To extinguish the present First and Refunding Mortgage 
and General Mortgage Bonds and the present preference and 
Common shares, substituting therefor new Bonds and/or Shares 
as indicated below; 

(d) To revise the share capital so as to consist of 300,000 
no par value shares; to provide for new First and Refunding 
Mortgage Bonds (conditionally issuable if required only for the 
special purposes of refunding the underlying Bonds and to pro- 
vide additional working capital); and to make a new issue call- 
ed “General Mortgage Income Bonds” with special provisions re- 
garding interest and other terms as outlined in the Plan; 

(e) The present First and Refunding Mortgage Bondhold- 
ers to receive $100 principal amount of New Income Bonds and 
1 share of capital stock for each $100 principal of their present 
Bonds and for all interest in arrears; 

(f) The present General Mortgage Bondholders to receive

Provisions are to be made so that, so far as may be, all vot- 
ing rights attached to shares (other than Directors’ qualifying 
shares) will be vested in five Voting Trustees during the life of 
the Income Bonds, and the new share certificates, if found advis- 
able, may be issued to the voting trustees for that purpose, in 
which case voting trust certificates will be issued to the holders 
of existing Bonds, Preference and Common Shares. The first 
Voting Trustees will be: A. P. S. Glassco, Secretary and Bursar 
of McGill University; James Hutchinson, of Riddell, Stead, 
Graham & Hutchison, Chartered Accountants; W. Wynne Rob- 
inson, Manager, National Trust Company, Ltd., Montreal; Arthur 
F. White, Vice President, The Canadian Bank of Commerce; 
Arthur B. Wood, Vice President, Sun Life Assurance Company 
of Canada. 

These gentlemen are acting at the request of the Directors 
and with the approval of holders of substantial amounts of the 
present First Mortgage and General Mortgage Bonds and of Pre- 
ference and Common Shares. 


The letter goes on to say that The Committee believe 
that with the return of normal conditions and given reason- 
able time to receive the benefits of the reorganization, the 
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plan will permit of profitable operation. The proposed re- 
capitalization will put the Corporation in an exceptionally 
strong position to compete for its full share of all desirable 
business. The present Directors and Managers will con- 
tinue in office.

Classification of Canadian 
Chrysotile Asbestos 
(Revised 

December ‘‘asspesTos’’ contained the report of the 
Canadian Classification Committee and gave the classifiea- 
tions, and definitions of classifications decided upon. 

Unfortunately thru an error on the part of the Quebee 
Bureau of Mines, the first draft of the classification was 
given rather than the final report. 

Since there were quite a few differences, important and 
otherwise, we now reprint the final report, and have 
printed in italies the changes made. 

CANADIAN CHRYSOTILE ASBESTOS—CLASSIFICATION 

Asbestos mines products are divided into two classes: 
**Crude Asbestos’’ and ‘‘ Milled Asbestos’’ respectively, de- 
fined as follows: 

‘*CrupE ASBEsTOS’’ consists of the hand selected cross- 
vein material essentially in its native or unfibrized form. 

‘* MILLED ASBESTOS’”’ consists of all grades produced by 
mechanical treatment of asbestos ore. 

‘*Crude Asbestos’’ and ‘‘ Milled Asbestos’’ are sub- 
divided into groups designated and defined here below. 

The classification of the Milled Asbestos grades, unless 
otherwise specified, is based on the ‘‘Quebee Standard Test- 
ing Machine,’’ the deseription of which is given on pages 
36 and 37 of Report on Mining Operations in the Province 
of Quebee for year 1927, and in manner indicated therein.

Wages on Government Contracts 


On January 19th, 1932, the President of the United 
States issued an Exeeutive Order covering Stipulations for 
the Payment of Prevailing Rate of Wages in Public Build- 
ing Contracts. 

Briefly, this order stipulates that the wages paid by 
contractors to workmen on government jobs, must be at the 
rates prevailing in the section in which the job is located, 
without a subsequent deduction or rebate on any account. 
Further that payrolls and agreements are open to inspec- 
tion by the contracting officer and that a clearly legible 
statement of the rates payable on the contract shall be post- 
ed by the contractor in a prominent and easily accessible 
place at the site of the work.

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ASBESTOS 
The Business Census for 1931 


Asbestos Manufacturers in the United States have 
received or will receive within a week or so, a questionnaire 
from the Bureau of the Census, Washington, asking for cer- 
tain information covering production of asbestos materials 
during 1931. 

The 1931 questionnaire is considerably simpler than 
the last one (1929) a number of the less important in- 
quiries having been dropped, but manufacturers should fill 
in the questions on this present questionnaire as carefully 
and accurately as possible. 

Reports should also be returned to the Bureau prompt- 
ly. You will remember how very interesting the 1929 Cen- 
sus on Asbestos Products was, but it was not issued by the 
Bureau until November 1930 (See page 10, ‘‘asBesTos,’’ 
November 1930), all the replies not being received until 
just before that date. If the replies are received earlier 
the Bureau will do its part to have the combined report 
issued promptly. 

The major items covered by the 1931 questionnaire are 
only four in number: 

Wage earners employed by months 

Wages paid 

Cost of materials, fuel and purchased electrie energy 

Products by quantity and value. 

All of these will be interesting but the last named 
item especially so, and we urge great care on the part of 
manufacturers in filling out the blanks in this last division. 
When separate figures are asked for two different produets, 
do not combine them and give one figure, as that defeats 
the purpose of the census. 

If you want real statistics on your division of the 
Asbestos Industry, do your part by sending in your figures 
promptly, completely and accurately.

Unfair Comparisons 


The Industrial Power for December 1931, publishes a 
short article comparing results obtained by insulating with 
mineral felt and with asbestos cement. 

The article reads as follows: 

BOILER INSULATED WITH FELT SHOWS SAVINGS 

Some tests were recently made by the Port of Portland 
(Maine) Authority to determine the effects of mineral felt in- 


sulation for boilers on the State Pier. The results showed a 
saving in coal of twenty-two per cent. 


The boilers shown were tested. One had a covering of one 
and one-half inches of asbestos cement and the other one and 
one-half inches of mineral felt. The test was run for thirty days 
in order to determine the fuel saving over a sufficiently long 
period to give convincing data. 

At the end of thirty days’ steaming with each boiler carry- 
ing the same load, it was found that the boiler with the old type 
of covering had consumed 26,000 pounds of coal and that the 
coal used in the boiler newly covered with mineral felt had 
used but 20,280 pounds—a saving of twenty-two per cent. 

While the statement made as to the consuming of 
coal, savings effected, ete., are most likely true, the com- 
parison of a high pressure insulation with a low pressure 
one, is hardly fair—just like comparing a Packard and a 
Ford; each is adequate to perform the service expected 
of it. 

If the boiler is of the size indicated by the article, the 
material normally specified and used for insulating it would 
be one having a higher efficiency than asbestos cement— 
probably 85% Magnesia, aircell board or—mineral felt. In 
other words we do not expect asbestos cement to do the job 
satisfactorily in this day and age. 

This very subject is discussed by Mr. Zeiner in his 
article ‘‘Comments on Various Heat Insulations,’’ whieh 
appeared in November 1931 ‘‘AsBestos’’—page 8. Mr. 
Zeiner’s article can be used advantageously by insulation 
firms who run into this sort of eompetition. 

The article in Industrial Power is very misleading to 
the average individual who is unfamiliar with insulation 
practice.

The first meeting of the Asbestos Brake Lining Asso- 
ciation, Ine., for 1932 was held January 13th at the New 
York Athletic Club, New York City. 

The principal item for discussion was the question of 
High vs. iow List Prices, and after 
practically every member present had 
expressed their views, the following 
statement was made to the trade: 

“*The Asbestos Brake Lining Asso- 
ciation has today decided to adopt a 
reduced brake lining list price. The 
amount of the reduction and its effee- 
tive date has not yet been determined 

oe tas but a committee appointed to consider 
the matter has been instructed by the 
Association to make its recommendations. 

A further development of the meeting disclosed that 
the Association has definitely broadened its scope and has 
included the Rivet Manufacturers (producers of brake 
lining rivets) as Associate Members. It is mutually 
agreed that the two industries have many problems in 
common and that much can be accomplished for the good 
of the industry and the trade thru their co-operation.

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Asbestos as Tunnel Lining 


In London they plan to make their subway tunnels as 
nearly noiseless as possible. 

The rush and roar of the underground trains will be 
softened by the use of asbestos. 

This is accomplished by a special treatment of the tube 
walls with asbestos fibre. The asbestos fibre is torn into 
shreds by a machine which feeds the fibre over a moving 
leather band studded heavily with little spikes, and from 
there is sent over revolving steel combs. Immediately after- 
ward the fibre is forced out at high pressure thru a nozzle, 
and a second nozzle close to it sends out a fine spray of ad- 
hesive. The two streams meet, the asbestos is forced on to 
the wall of the tube and remains there. The process is con- 
tinued until the deposit is half an inch thick. 

Experiments at the National Physical Laboratory prove 
that the volume of noise is reduced to an extraordinary ex- 
tent and it is believed that by lining the tube walls by this 
method the greatest approach ever made to a silent tube 
will be possible. 

A quarter of a mile of the Hampstead Tube is being 
treated in this manner, Newall’s Insulation Company carry- 
ing out the experiment. If successful the whole of the 
Piceadilly extension will eventually be treated in the same 
way. 

The process reminds one of the Sprayo-Flake process 
described in January ‘‘ ASBESTOs.’’ 


The newest Auburn motor cars are equipped with a 
specially developed insulation, composed of a layer of 
asbestos felt, a center one of wool felt and one of ply 
board, this being applied to the dash of the ear to re- 
duce any possible engine noises and regulate heat.

DEFINITE MOVE TO REDUCE BUILDING WAGE RATES 


The trend of thought thruout the building trades is toward 
reduction in wage rates. Profits, income and salaries have all 
taken cuts. Labor in most cases still remains high. 

During the past month Philadelphia building employers have 
made a definite move toward lower rates. Philadelphia rates 
run all the way from $1.62% for iron workers, lathers and plast- 
erers, to $1.00 for painters. 

The proposal made by the more than 600 employers in the 
building industry in Philadelphia, thru the Philadelphia Build- 
ers Exchange and Employers Association, on Wednesday, Janu- 
ary 20th, is that a flat wage scale of $1.00 an hour for all classes 
of skilled mechanics who are now receiving more than this rate, 
be adopted. 

The reduction would affect approximately 50,000 men who 
are skilled in the construction field. Bricklayers, plasterers, 
sheet metal workers, electricians, iron erectors, marble setters, 
metal lathers and steam fitters, asbestos workers, etc., etc. 

George S. Stuart, Secretary of the Philadelphia Builders 
Exchange, in a statement made to the press, says: “While we 
feel that the move will have a great effect upon the construction 
industry in that it will increase construction, it must be under- 
stood that such a declaration is not a move against the labor 
unions. It is far better to have a construction cost whereby the 
buying public is able to pay and hundreds of thousands are given 
employment, than to have a high scale with little work and only 
a few in the trades actively engaged. 

Naturally, the Labor Unions are not favoring the change in 
rate; some of them are protesting strenuously against it. The 
agreements held by the unions were made at the peak of pros- 
perity and run anywhere from three to five years. In some cases 
therefore the Unions have declared their intention to hold the 
employers to the five year (or three year as the case may be) 
agreement, even going so far as to take the matter to Court. Up 
to the present time, however, no decision has been rendered 
by the Courts. 

Even if the decisions are favorable to the Unions, it is very 
doubtful that they will benefit. Indeed quite the reverse, for 
many shops are simply “keeping house,” unable to obtain any 
amount of work at the high rates, and so unable to employ their 
men regularly, or to give employment to more than the lowest 
minimum number.

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The flat dollar rate would permit a wage of $44 a week, 
based on 44 hours at $1.00 a hour. Even if the weekly wage 
at first fell below that figure, it would undoubtedly be far better 
than walking the streets with no income whatever. 

The lower living cost (strikingly illustrated by the recent 
low price of butter for instance, a standard grade of which is 
now selling at 29c a pound when a year or so ago it was twice 
that) should make a lower wage acceptable. 

The Philadelphia Employers believe that if all building wage 
rates were reduced it would act as a stimulus to building activity 
and would help to pull the city out of the depression into the 
much hoped for “prosperous times.” 

Asbestos Workers have already, as of January Ist, accepted 
a reduction, the previous rate for mechanics being $1.37%, and 
this now being reduced to $1.12%. Helpers formerly got 60c for 
ist and 2nd year, and '93%c for 3rd and 4th year; now the rate 
is 45c for Ist year, 55c for 2nd, 65c for 3rd and 75c for 4th. 

It is felt that several of the other trades will soon fall in 
line. 





Pittsburg has also announced a 25% cut in building wage 
rates. The unions of course are reluctant to grant it and a strike 
is threatened. 


New York City has announced a cut of 25 to 30 percent, ef- 
fective May Ist, the expiration date of the agreement. As a re- 
sult the majority of building is being held up until May Ist. 

The latest appears to be that men will work at the new scale 
if jobs are offered but at present there is very little work. 

Out of the 140,000 men enrolled in the Building Trades Coun- 
cil not 25,000 are at work. The old rate in New York City for 
Asbestos Workers (mechanics) is $13.20 a day, the new rate 
$10.00 a day.

BUILDING 

The final quarter of 1931 produced a contract total of 
$530,141,700 for all classes of construction in the 37 states east 
of the Rocky Mountains. The total for the whole year 1931 in 
the 37 states amounted to $3,092,849,500 in actual contracts 
awarded. 

Construction expectations for the first quarter of 1932 as 
summed up by L. Seth Schnitman, Chief Statistician of F. W. 
Dodge Corporation, point to the fact that altho this balance 
wheel of American industry turns more slowly, it is still turn- 
ing—not standing still—and at a pace which approximates pre- 
boom conditions. 

Mr. Schnitman estimates that $850,000,000 will be a maxi- 
mum construction volume for the first quarter of 1932 in the 
United States.

General Business: 











**Looking Ahead’’ a little four page monthly fore- 
cast prepared and published. by Alvin T. Simonds, 
President of the Simonds Saw Company, Fitchburg, Mass., 
is one of the most dependable forecasts which this writer 
has ever seen. In the January issue all factors taken into 
consideration and explained prediction is made without 
qualification that we will have a decided upturn in busi- 
ness in the spring of 1932. This is the first favorable pre- 
diction by ‘‘ Looking Ahead’’ in two years and is most en- 
couraging. 

Asbestos: Raw Material: 

Shipments of asbestos from Thetford, for the month 
of January were less than they were for the month of De- 
cember. Prices are no lower. 

While producers of asbestos are a little more optimis- 
tie regarding sales for the next three months, there is 
nothing definite on which this optimism is based except 
they feel that stocks are so low that manufacturers must 
be in the market for raw material shortly. 

Any one of the mines in Thetford can easily supply 
the demand for all the asbestos that the market requires of 
Canadian material. 

Manufactured Asbestos Goods. 

Textiles. So far as can be discerned there is no par- 
ticular change from conditions reported last month. 

Woven Brake Lining has been so seriously hurt by the 
increasing use of molded lining that spun yarn and yarn 
products cannot fail to be seriously affected. There is very 
little, if any, new theatre building or building of any kind 
to consume electric cable, wire and other commodities in 
which spun yarn and yarn products are used. Hence the 
volume is small and with no curtailing of productive ca- 
pacities the fight for the small volume of business is very 
bitter.

crease in business thruout the United States for the month 
of January. No prophecy is made about the rest of 1932, 
but it is very gratifying to see that January is better. 

Insulation. Low Pressure. Again for the reason there 
is so little building the demand for low pressure covering 
is small altho prices have been reasonably firm considering 
how very little volume is available. 

Insulation High Pressure. Shipments for January 
are apparently somewhat better than they were for the 
month of December altho this is probably accounted for by 
the fact that many purchasers would not increase Decem- 
ber 31 inventory and deferred purchasing the stock until 
January. Prices are firm and while output is tremendously 
below 1928-29 and 30 it has not yet dropped to the extent 
it has in the Iron and Steel Industry or even in the Asbes- 
tos Paper Industry. 

Paper and Millboard. We can discern no change in 
this situation due to the lack of new building. One well 
known economist stated last week that the United States is 
decidedly behind its normal building program considering 
the period from 1912 to 1932 as a whole. If this be true 
then we can certainly look confidently for new building 
business in volume. 

Asbestos Cement Products. Asbestos shingle sales are 
equal to this period a year ago as far as the number 
of squares being sold is concerned, altho lower prices will 
show the dollar value of sales proportionately less. Appar- 
ently sales of asbestos cement products, including shingles 
and corrugated are holding their own in comparison with 
general business.
